Our country, our people are being subjected to ever new, planned and multi- 
faceted onslaughts by the USA. In recent weeks, the US and NATO troops have 
carried out manoeuvres from the sea and air in the Aegean, and Thracian region. 
Alongside this show of strength, Turkish-American Common "Defence" group 
held a meeting in Ankara. This meeting was directed by Richard Perle, Deputy 
Secretary for Defence of the USA. The US Administration imposes definite 
tasks to Turkey in the course of their plans about transferring the Rapid Dep- 
loyment Forces to the Persian Gulf, for their expansionist aims in our region 
and in the Middle East .The USA hides itself behind the lie of "Soviet threat” 
and wants continuous "strategical cooperation" between the US and Turkey. 
In return, the junta maintains its bargains for new loans and arms from the USA. 

Americans who came to Turkey, in accordance with Common "Defence" 
Treaty, have visited Pirinclik base in Diyarbakır and İncirlik base in Adana and 
Çiğli base in Izmir. They have checked the works for expansion of these bases. 

Meanwhile, the so-called "Political and Social Research Foundation” (SISAV) 
which is an establishment of the CIA, organised a "seminar". This seminar 
was attended by the agents of Pentagon and CIA, such as Poul Henze and Albert 
Wohlstetter, advisers of Reagan and the most reactionary representatives of 
collaborating monopolist bourgeoisie and the militarist group in Turkey, The 
program of the seminar had been prepared in the Headquarters of the NATO. 
In this seminar, they have tried to hide from our people, expansionist, adven- 
turist aims of the US imperialism, plans for employing Turkey for this swindling 
initiatives and wanted to. present this bankrupted way as the correct way.

Visit of William Casey was followed by the meeting of SISAV(Political and 
Social Research Foundation), on 4-5 October. This meeting was also partici- 
pated by the advisers of Reagan, Albert Vohlstetter, Poul Henze and Peter 
Duigman. 

On October 7-8, Turkish-American Common Defence group held a meeting. 
The US group who participated in this meeting was headed by Richard Perle, 
one of the assistants of Weinberger. The agenda of this meeting has been kept 
secret from the public. 

American businessmen also had various meetings with their collaborators. 
All these were the political, economical side of the operation. 

Latar, preparations of bases for Rapid Deployment forces were reflected in 
the press. Richard Perle, in one of meetings in the Turkish Embassy in Washing- 
ton said that in Mus province of Turkey, a new base were to be built. This was 
also written by Jack Anderson in Washington Post. 

It is clear now that on the eve of referendum, while the junta needs the sup- 
port of the Reagan Administration more than ever, the USA brought up this 
question to the level that it can not be kept secret anymore. The junta administ- 
ration had to make statements with the effort of trying to show that these bases 
were in the boundaries of NATO, These efforts of the junta however came to 
null with the statements of the NATO authorities that this question was only 
between Turkey and the USA, There was nothing to do with NATO. 

Daily Milliyet, dated October 29, 1982 published an interwiew with the US 
embasador Strausz Hupe. In this article Strausz Hupe says “These airports will 
be used for air reinforcement of the USA, in case of war or presence of a crisis 
situation.” 

There are ten airports in Turkey which are being enlarged for the use of 
Rapid Deployment forces, and additional logistic installations are being built. 
These works all made public by the press. The junta administation however 
were afraid of announcing these realities to the people. Even if after the state- 
ments of the NATO chiefs, the junta could not give a clear-cut:answer to the 
question of weather the ten ports would be permitted for the use of Rapid 
Deployment Forces or not. 

All these developments show that while the junta administration carries out 
a campaign for its constitution to be approved, behing all this noice, they are 
taking steps forward, trampling on the national security and independence of 
our country. They are applyng the plans of the Reagan Administration step by 
step, going further in the wake of the US Administration.
